The capital is less than 20 miles from the mouth v.f 
the river, the entrance thereto being indicated by the Pile 
Light, 93 ft. high, which can be seen by mariners a con- 
s' derable distance away when lighted at night. 

The Pile Light shows the tidal signals by day and 
night. On the northern point of Moreton Island there is 
the Cape Moreton Lighthouse, 75 ft high, which has also 
a very fine revolving light. 

The length of the Brisbane River, from its source 
to its entry into Moreton Bay, is 210 miles. Consequent 
upon the depth of the river being 30 ft. at high tide, 
vessels drawing up to 28 ft. can berth at several of the 
city wharves with the utmost safety. The gross tonnage 
of the largest vessel (s.s. Euripides) which has berthed 
at the city wharves to date is 15,050, whilst the greatest 
draught of any vessel was about 28 ft. Oversea boats of 
from 12,000 to 18,000 tonnage regularly berth at the New 
Farm, Bulimba, and Pinkenba wharves. 

The calm state of the water in the river and bay 
renders it safe at all periods of the year for boating ex- 
cursions; consequently, at regular intervals during each 
week small steamers, motor launches, sailing boats, etc., 
make trips up and down the river, and also across Moreton 
Bay, to the many seaside and pleasure resorts. The week- 
end excursions, in particular, are largely availed of by a 
large section of the metropolitans. 

During the year 1018-19 the value of the oversea im- 
ports received into or transhipped to the port of Brisbane, 
totalled £5,713,547, while the oversea exports aggregated 

£11,096,359, making a grand total of £16,809,906. The 
value of the oversea trade for the whole State for the 
same period was: — Imports, £6,613,265; exports, 

£13,546,614; total, £20,159,879.

The beauty of the scene is added to by avenues of palms 
and other sub-tropical umbrageous foliage. The walks 
are well designed, the lawns trim and verdant, and the 
numerous arbours, which are covered with a profusion 
of beautiful flowering creepers, etc., provide cool resting 
places for tired individuals. There is also abundant seat- 
ing accommodation to be found in all parts of the Gardens, 
those along the river terrace being much availed of. 
In the bush-houses and ferneries there are fine collections 
of sub-tropical and tropical plants, the orchids being especi- 
ally fine. Many kinds of Queensland birds are to be seen 
in the aviaries, and in the miniature " zoo" there are emus, 
cassowaries, kangaroos, wallabies, and a Japanese deer. 
This menagerie forms the nucleus of a zoo, which it is 
hoped will assume more extensive proportions in the near 
future. In several ponds are to be seen black swans and 
several kinds of ducks and other water fowl. The Botanic 
Museum occupies a position on the high ground, and also a 
very attractive kiosk, where light refreshments, lunches, 
etc., can be obtained daily at city prices. In another por- 
tion of the Gardens there is a band rotunda, where recitals 
are given every Sunday afternoon, and occasionally on 
Sunday evenings and week nights, by one of the many 
metropolitan brass bands for the edification of the citizens. 
The Gardens are open to the public daily from 6 a.m. until 
6 p.m. ordinarily, but from August until May they are also 
open at night until 10 o'clock, and when the hundred and 
one electric arc lights shed forth their rays the scene is 
one of dazzling splendour. There are three entrances to 
the Gardens from the city — by George, Albert, and Edward 
streets. Crowds of people visit the Gardens daily, and at 
holiday times they are the popular resort of picnickers. 

On the Kedron Park tram line there is Bowen Park 
(formerly the Acclimatisation Gardens), with an area of 
9 acres.

Continguous to this are the show grounds of the National 
Industrial and Agricultural Association of Queensland. The 
annual show, which is regarded as the " shop window of 
Queensland," usually extends over the whole of the second 
week in August This year the show will start on July 28. 
and the official opening will he performed by the Prince of 
Wales on July 28. For show purposes, this park compares 
favourably with anything of its kind in the Commonwealth, 
and every portion of the 34 acres comprised therein, in- 
cluding that portion known as Petty's Paddock (opposite), 
is used to the best advantage. There are three grand- 
stands, including an al fresco one for smokers, a commo- 
dious exhibition hall, smart-looking official quarters, and 
ample and comfortable stalls for all stock exhibits. Fre- 
quently during the year the Park is used for outdoor 
gatherings, sports, football, cricket matches, etc., the ring 
and the green sward lending themselves admirably for such 
purposes. Cost of improvements to date, nearly £100,000. 

On the Bowen Bridge road end of Boken Park there is 
the Museum, filled with a very interesting collection of 
exhibits. This fine structure was originally used as an 
Exhibition Building, but was taken over by the State Gov- 
ernment some years ago, and converted into a Museum. 
Its erection entailed an expenditure of £20,400. 

In proximity to the Museum is Victoria Park, which 
covers an area of 210 acres. 

Other breathing-spaces for the citizens in the city 
proper include: — Alexandra Park, Gregory terrace; Wick- 
ham Park, Wickham terrace; Albert Park and Gardens, 
with band rotunda, Albert street (near Roma street Railway 
Station); Lang Park, off Caxton street; Petrie terrace 
Park, on the Red Hill and Kelvin Grove tram routes; 
New Farm Park and Gardens, Merthyr road; and several 
others. 

On the South side of the river there are: — 
Musgrave Park and Gardens, its area being over 23 
acres. Portion of the Park is reserved for the playing of

cricket, football, tennis, and croquet. At intervals band 
recitals are given on Sunday afternoons and on week 
nights in the rotunda. 

Brisbane Cricket Grounds, at Woolloongabba, with 
grandstand, smokers' pavilion, turf wickets made of Bulli 
and Merri Creek and Nundah soils, and one of the best 
asphalted dish cycling tracks in the Commonwealth. The 
area of the ground is over 12 acres. 

.Dutton Park, embracing an area of nearly 28 acres, 
is on the Gladstone road tram route, and overlooks the 
Brisbane River. This Park is one of the most attractive 
spots in the metropolis. 

Davies Park, on Montague road, extends over 16 acres, 
and is chiefly used for recreation purposes. Football and 
cricket matches are played here during the season, and 
are watched by the sport-loving public in large numbers. 
Band recitals are given regularly every Sunday evening 
in the rotunda. 

Mowbray Park, on the East Brisbane tram route, 
consists of over 12 acres. Here there are bowling rinks, 
tennis courts, and croquet greens, a bush-house, band 
rotunda (in which one of the local bands plays regularly). 
Flower beds have been laid out, and these, together with 
the avenue - of trees, the verdant grassy lawns, and the 
charming effect lent to the scene by the Brisbane River 
in the background, make this Park an ideal spot for 
pleasure-seekers. 

A short distance away is Norman Park, and on High- 
gate Hill (off Gladstone road) there is Highgate Hill Park; 
Yeronga Park, Ipswich road; also several others.

14. One Ti 3e Hill (Mount Coot-tha), 746 ft., 4 miles D5 
tram, motor-cai or taxi-cab. Take the Toowong car trom 
corner of George and Adelaide streets, opposite Railway 
Offices, to the corner of Wool and Dean streets, then about 
half an hour's easy walk to the top of the hill. This is 
the best observation spot in the metropolitan area. By 
means of a well-made road, tourists are enabled to ascend 
Constitution Hill (844 ft.) with ease. From Mirror Point a 
charming view of the Enoggera Reservoir and the hills 
surrounding Brookfield and Moggill is obtained.

Cleveland and Redland Bay 

Passing on from Wynnum and Manly, the Cleveland 
Railway traverses areas devoted to fruitgrowing and other 
forms of cultivation. Visitors who are unfamiliar with 
banana, pineapple, papaw, and mango culture, find it very- 
interesting to see these fruits here at close quarters. The 
route, too, increases in picturesquesness in such associa- 
tion. 

The motor trip by road from Brisbane to these districts 
is most pleasant and delightful, for nowhere in the Com- 
monwealth can more superb glimpses of peaceful bay and 
island scenery be obtained or better cared for fruit farms 
be viewed, the whole forming a combination not easily 
effaced from the memory of the tourist. 

Wellington Point is practically an orchard village 
with a bay outlook. 

Birkdale and Ormiston, like Wellington Poi .it, produce 
luscious fruits, and are famous for the size nnd quality 
of their strawberry crops. At Birkdale the Railway Em- 
ployees' Patriotic Farm has been established and planned 
out as a fruit and poultry farm wholly for the benefit of 
returned railway soldiers who are unable fuftiier to take 
up railway work. The way lies by rich orchards and pretty 
homesteads, and occasionally glimpses of the waters of 
the Bay are obtained. Bananas, pineapples, papaws, citrus 
fruits, mangoes, passion fruit, and the less familiar cus- 
tard-apples lend variety to the aspect of the orchards. 
En route the car passes Victoria Point, a secluded spot, 
with a bathing beach and picnicking grounds.

This marine resort is situated on the southern ex- 
tremity of the hammer-head shaped peninsula of Humpy- 
bong, and commands the best panoramic view of Moreton 
Bay and islands.

Sandgate 

The Brighton of Queensland 

Being the nearest convenient resort north of the mouth 
of the Brisbane River, Sandgate has grown greatly in 
public favour, not only with the city folk, but also with 
residents of many of the country districts surrounding 
Brisbane.

The Rising Resort 

Bribie Island, or Bribie, as it is more conveniently 
called, is reached by continuing the steamer trip in the 
s.s. " Koopa" past Redcliffe to its furthest limits. It is 
some 38 miles from Brisbane, and is reached after a three 
hours' run from the city, the steamer berthing at a short, 
well-constructed jetty. It and Moreton Island, which lies 
opposite at a considerable distance, torm the most northern 
outposts of Moreton Bay. Bribie Island is about 20 miles 
long, from 2 to 3 miles broad, and is well timbered. In 
the very early days of white settlement its native popula- 
tion comprised one of the most warlike, powerful, and 
revengeful of the tribes. 

The landing place is at Bongaree, on the calm inner 
beach of the island. The Brisbane Tug and Steamship 
Company have formed a road of about 3 miles to the "main 
ocean beach, where surf bathing can be enjoyed. La:or on 
it is intended to construct a tramway thereto. The com- 
pany always have the interests of campers at heart, and, 
in order that a supply of fresh water should be available 
for their use, six tanks, with a capacity of 5000 gallons, 
have been erected on the jetty, connecting with a T.-irich 
main to the shore. There is also a spear-head pumping 
plant which affords a good supply of water. Swings for 
the children have been put up and a running track laid 
down. 

Near the jetty there is a commodious refreshment- 
room, where fish and oyster dinners are obtainable, and 
also stores at which campers can purchase requisites. A 
large pavilion, bathing sheds, and other conveniences for 
the use of visitors have been erected. Accommodation is 
provided for by a number of boarding-houses. 

For the excellence of its fish and oysters, Bribie is 
known far and wide, and during the summer months tbfe 
company run their steamer to Bribie every alternate 
Saturday to afford city folk and anglers an opportunity of 
a week-end at this resort.

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Interesting Facts: Toowoomba became a city in 1904. 
Population, 30,000. Mean maximum temperature, 83.8; 
mean minimum temperature, 40.0. Rainfall, 30 inches. 
Area of Darling Downs, 25,000 square miles. Downs 
first settled by Patrick Leslie — a squatter — in 1840. Larg- 
est stock selling centre in the State. When the Scottish 
Commission visited the Darling Downs in 1910 the com- 
mission said they were as beautiful as could be seen 
anywhere in the world. 

The train service from Brisbane offers choice of day- 
light travelling, and the 8.5 a.m. from Central Station is 
specially recommended. In the four hours' run of 101 
miles the traveller passes through Ipswich (24 miles from 
Brisbane), the rich lands of Rosewood (35 miles), the 
ascent of the Little Liverpool Range, through Laidley and 
Gatton (61 miles), and Helidon (72 miles), amid a land- 
scape combination which cannot fail to afford pleasure and 
instruction. The Main Range is reached, and as one writer 
put it as seen from the train: "At one time the outlook is 
charming, at another it is more — it is magnificent." 

At Spring Bluff, nine miles from Toowoomba, there is 
an accommodation house for visitors, situated at an 
altitude of 1600. One hour there, in solitude, you become 
as imperial as Marius Auretius. You behold from sun- 
rise to sunsetting, the shifting day with all its gold and 
shallow. The train speeds on to Harlaxton, 2003 ft. above 
sea-level, and then the ranges seem to recede as though 
their work of revelation had finished.
